REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Agreeably to Section 12 of Chapter 92 of the Public Statutes, 
the undersigned beg to submit the following report : 

Two schools, both in the academy building, have been main- 
tained during the year, with an aggregate of 68 weeks, and. each 
has been attended by most excellent results. 

In the spring term,each school was in session ten weeks ; in the 
fall 13 weeks, and in the winter 11 weeks. 

In these schools 57 scholars have received instruction; of this 
number, 37 have been instructed in arithmetic, 24 in geography, 
39 in vocal music, 15 in language, 44 in spelling, 37 in penman- 
ship, 15 in grammar and four in physiology. 

Four children between the ages of five and 15 are reported as 
not having attended any school during the year. 

No person, between the ages of 14 and 21, is positively known 
to us to be unable to read and write. 

In compliance with Section 14 of Chapter 43 of the Public 
Statutes, the selectmen, in April, reported’to us that they had enu- 
merated 36 boys and 34 girls of legal school age. ‘The apparent 
discrepancy between the number of legal scholars thus reported 
and the actual attendance, as reported above, may be explained 
by the fact that many of our boys and girls have entered the 
academy. 

Three different teachers have been employed during the year, ' 
viz: Miss Marion B. Minot of Bath, Miss Gertrude M. Bolster of 
Boston, and Miss Grace J. Alexander of Concord. These ladies 
are, obviously, so well qualified for the work of their chosen _pro- 
fession, and such excellent results have followed their instruction 
that any commendation of ours might well be deemed fulsome. 

The sum of $32.24 has been expended by the town for school 
supplies under Section 7 of Chapter 92 of the Public Statutes. 
We are not altogether pleased with the influence of this law; it 
engenders a spirit of waste. The average scholar is not inclined 
to exercise any especial care of an article that belongs to the town ; 
neither is the average parent inclined to enjoin careful treatment 
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of a book that costs nothing. 

Not infrequently the destruction of a book, somewhat worn, is 
hastened in order, the sooner, to procure a new one. We believe 
that the influence of this law is educationally bad, and that, for the 
highest good of the greatest number, it should be repealed or, at 
least, so modified that books shall be furnished only to those 
positively unable to purchase them. 

The average attendance, during the year, has been 42, or near- 
ly 74 per cent. of the enrolled membership. 

During the year scholars have been enrolled from 42 ‘different 
families, while from only 11 of these families, or 26 percent., have 
parents visited the school and, in every instance, the visitor was 
the mother. It seems to us that this record is hardly creditable 
to the general good sense of our citizens. 

We believe it to be the unquestioned duty of all good citizens. 
and, especially, of all parents to manifest a genuine interest in the 
school ; to visit it frequently ; to see that their children are at 
school every day, in season, and in the best possible condition for 
work. 

We therefore urge you to bear in mind that, however gifted and 
consecrated the teacher may be, she is, after all, human, and, in 
order to teach your children just as you, in your better moments, 
desire them to be taught, in order to inspire them with a grand 
and noble purpose, she needs your support, your encouragement, 
your sympathy, and your earnest, believing prayer.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


In March, 1894, our tax payers, with characteristic generosity, 
voted to appropriate, for the purchase of books and for other neces- 
sary expenses of the library, the sum of $150. There was a bal- 
ance left over from last year of $17.16. 

We have received during the year as gifts, from Miss A. P. 
Apthorp, $10; from Mr. H. J. Howland, $10. We have received 
from the sale of cards, $2.25 ; from fines, $8.42. Total available 
funds in the hands of your trustees, $197.83. 

From this sum we have paid as follows: for books, $130.27; 
for catalogues, $40; for preparing manuscript for the printer, 
$3.75 ; for repairs, additional shelf room, etc., $4; for carpet and 
laying, $6.08 ; for fuel, oil, freight and other incidental expenses, 
$9.62. <A total expenditure of $192.72. This leaves a balance in 
the treasury of $5.11. . 

Your trustees, realizing the great responsibility resting upon 
them, have endeavored, in the selection of books, to admit to our 
shelves only those of a healthful, moral tone. They have been 
made to feel how difficult it is to act, at all times, up to their high- 
est convictions and, at the same time, to please all the patrons of 
the library. A few of our citizens have scholarly minds and culti- 
vated tastes and, naturally, as they have a right to do, look to the 
public library as the source of further growth and development. 
A large percentage of the books found on our shelves are, to them, 
merely “trash.” Life is so short, its opportunities are so grand, 
the calls for consecrated effort, on every hand, are so imperative, 
that they have no time to waste on that which does not contribute, 
more or less directly, to their own mental and spiritual develop- 
ment. A much larger number of our patrons, fully 75 per cent. 
we think, have no especial interest in “The thoughts that shake 
mankind.” They demand a book that will simply amuse, enter- 
tain, please. If any real mental effort is necessary to enable them 
-to understand a book, they push it aside as “‘dry.”’ 

How far we have succeeded in selecting books that will instruct 
those who desire to be instructed, and, at the same time, entertain 


ee who desire to be entertained, a very Baal patronage 


of the library will show. ' 
Our library now contains 906 volumes ; 170 ete have been 


added during the year. To the credit of the patrons we desire tone 
say that the books generally have the appearance of having been. ; 


carefully used. Fifteen volumes have become so badly worn that, 


with the view of having them rebound, the trustees have with-_ 


drawn them from circulation, , « 


The library has been very generously patronized during the 
year. An equivalent of 1818 volumes have been read; of this af 


number 88 per cent. are works of fiction. | (Sz 

We recommend that the sum of $150 be appropriated by the 
town, as heretofore, for the purchase of books, and for the pur- 
pose of defraying the necessary expenses for the ensuing year, 
and that $50 be appropriated, as P ahaa for the services of the 
librarian. ¥,
